Can any one who has 
the least expprionge of the-gonditions at* 
tending the engagement of satvants feel the 
Teast hope that that ‘Boy’s career aa a Do- 
mestio Servant is ended 7. Given a vacancy,

be quite euflicient, if the Boy has a fair ad- 
dregs, to provide a fragh victim for him.

A short time’ since, T engaged a Cook 
with excellent ‘obits? Trua thoy were 
rather anciont, but this was resdily explain: 
ed by the man: -having been Shomo’ 
(7 pricon) and only thon jue} returned to 
Hongkong to resume his od vocation, 
Moreover, 23 ill-lack would have it, thoso 
excellunt ‘chits’ wore all from gontlomon 
who had loft the Colouy, I took the man 
on trial, but a very short trial led me to 
eject him very summarily, ond it*was only 
theo I found that he had come atraight to 
me from wy neighbour on the left who had 
likewise, it appeared, dispeneed with his 
services in the same. summary fashion.
